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Council faces moving transportation issues 


Transportation and 
traffic — these two items 
occupied much of the 
agenda for Tuesday 
night’s meeting of the 
Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil. 

In the first, the coun¬ 
cil decided to ask for 
proposals from any pub¬ 
lic transportation sys¬ 
tem willing to perform 
the services requested. In 
the ither, the council 
voted, on a 3 to 2 vote 


(Councilmembers Lisa 
Fowler and Tom Edwards 
voting "no”) to retain a 
traffic consultant (who 
admitted he was not "too 
familiar with the city”) 
to advise on potential 
traffic hazards within 
Sierra Madre. 

Addressing her com¬ 
ments to the first iltem, 
Judy Webb, transporta¬ 
tion chairman for the 
city’s Commission for 
the Aging, Inc., in a 


matter carried over from 
the council’s Aug. 23 
meeting, urged council 
members to adopt a pro¬ 
gram that would utilize 
Proposition A funds for 
transporting the city’s 
residents. 

Supporting Webb’s re¬ 
commendation were two 
representatives of the 
San Gabriel Valley Cab 
company. 

In response to a ques¬ 
tion from Council- 


woman Lisa Fowler as 
to why that cab com¬ 
pany’s prospectus sug¬ 
gested a S- to 23-ininute 
waiting time for trans¬ 
portation, one of the 
representatives said some 
of the (Sierra Madre) 
canyon roads are only 
"2 motorcycles wide.” 
The cab company repre¬ 
sentative continued that 
some canyon roads re¬ 
quire her company’s 
vehicles to "back up the 


hill.” 

The presentation by 
the San Gabriel Valley 
Cab Company repre¬ 
sentatives brought an im¬ 
mediate response from 
Herb Schollenberg of 
Duarte Taxi. 

Schollenberg, noting 
he was a resident of 
Sierra Madre, said, "It 
is strange you wouldn’t 
look to a city resident 
and a membw of the 
(Sierra Madre) Chamber 


of Commerce (before 
considering use of the 
Proposition A funds) for 
transportation purposes.” 

Sdiollenba’g continued, 
noting the transportation 
program was for idl citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre, 
not just the senior citi¬ 
zens, "the funds are not 
to be used for competi¬ 
tion with existing trans¬ 
portation services.” 

This brought an im¬ 
mediate acknowledge¬ 


ment from City Admin¬ 
istrator James McRea 
that the Prop. A funds 
were not to be used to 
promote competition 
between transportation 
services. 

Potential traffic haz¬ 
ards within Sierra Madre 
was a subject raised by 
City Engineer Thomas 
Kirk. 

In a memo to the 
city’s administrator, Kirk 
recommended approval 


of an agreement that will 
pay a professional traffic 
engineering consultant to 
represent the city in ap¬ 
plying for federal grants 
for traffic safety. 

Representing the pro¬ 
fessional engineering firm. 
Traffic Safety Engineers, 
was C. Hui Lai.

Charles Oxnard of USC writes that there 
ara two equally valid answers: We’re closely 
related.

Now, however, with the latest studies of 
the evolution of molecules, humans are 
placed so close to gorillas and chimpanzees 
“that we appear to be separated from them 
by little more than a twinkling of an eye,’’ 
the Pasadena professor says. 

The unique two- 
legged stride and “uniquely manipulative 
and communicative way we use our arms.’’

of tho city of Siorra Madro, California 

WHEREAS, by public law and tradition 
Constitution Week is observed nationally Septem¬ 
ber 17 through September 23 and the 196th anni¬ 
versary of the United States Constitution will be 
Saturday, September 17, 1983; and 

WHEREAS, in these extraordinary times, 
we are more aware of our freedoms and rights 
than at any time in the nation’s history, adding 
to the importance of this historic document; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution Week Obser¬ 
vance Committee, with Ross M. Blakely as chair¬ 
man, joins with the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the American Legion, Masonic 
Lodges, and other official, religious, and patriotic 
groups in recalling in Constitution’s origin in 1787. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of 
the City of Sierra Madre does hereby proclaim 
September 17 through September 23 as Constitution 
Week in the City of Sierra Madre, calling on all 
residents to participate in the public program of 
their choice, if possible and to reread the docu¬ 
ment itself: we further suggest that the national 
colors be displayed on the anniversary and during 
the week.

To cloar tho rtcord... 

Due to the difficulties 
with my microphone dur¬ 
ing the City Council 
meeting on Tuesday, 
August 23, 1983, not 
everyone could clearly 
hear or understand my 
proposal regarding the 
hiring of a part-time city 
administrator. The fol¬ 
lowing is a recap of my 
proposal with further 
elaborations regarding 
the salary of the part- 
time administrator/attor¬ 
ney versus a full-time city 
administrator and a part- 
time city attorney. 

During a period of 30 
to 45 days prior to my 
public proposal I met 
with each council mem¬ 
ber individually and 
shared the basis for this 
proposal as well as the 
documentation to sup¬ 
port it. 

We have a budget 
deficit this year of $171,- 
000 and in my opinion 
we must reduce our 
operational costs. I 
therefore made a motion 
that we go to a part- 
time city administrator 
operation that would save 
a minimum of $31,000 
per year. Also that the 
position be offered to our 
present city attorney, 
Charles Martin. If suc¬ 
cessful we would be 
getting an individual 
with an outstanding, 
unsurpassed and proven 
“track record” as a city 
manager and city attorney 
with a total of 50 years 
experience. 

This would allow us 
to have in one person a 
combination of a city 
administrator and city 
attorney present at all 
council meetings, plus 
saving additional tax¬ 
payer dollars at the 
same time. 

So there is no mis¬ 
understanding, be assured 
that part-time means 
whatever number of 
hours it takes each day 


to complete the job; 
also there would be no 
assistant hired for the 
part-time administrator. 

Council is aware that 
in the future attorney 
Martin will only be serv¬ 
ing one town other than 
South Pasadena as city 
administrator or city 
manager and city attorney. 
I have verified this with 
South Pasadena Mayor 
Pro-Tern Ted Shaw that 
this is a condition in his 
contract with them. 

If my motion fails we 
will no longer benefit 
from having the most 
knowledgeable city at¬ 
torney in the State of 
California. 

I indicated to the 
council that they had 
heard the motion and 
that 1 trusted they would 
take a very conscientious 
look at this method of 
reducing our deficit by 
approximately 20%. 
There was no second to 
the motion. 

Notwithstanding the 
lack of action I am still 
strongly convinced that 
this proposal is worthy 
of being tried for 6 
months or more, with 
nothing to be lost, but 
a great deal for our city 
to gain. 

The amount of legal 
fees that our city has 
saved through the use of 
Charles Martin as our 
city attorney has amoun¬ 
ted to a minimum of 
$45,(XX) in the last 4'/2 
years. This occurred be¬ 
cause he has been a part 
of this city for so many 
years and the fees he 
charged us were and are 
minimal in my opinion. 

Getting Mr. Martin to 
serve the city of Sierra 
Madre at a total cost 
not to exceed $24,000 
per year as a part-time 
administrator and attor¬ 
ney would mean addi¬ 
tional dollar savings to 
the city. I wish to empha-

The other kinds — those made of rayon or 
silk — must naturally be handled not like true 
flax linen (which can take all kinds of abuse) 
but like the more delicate fibers from which 
it’s actually made. 

Thus, if it’s rayon — try not to spill 
alcohol or nail polish or any other substances 
which tend to dissolve such a fabric. Lower 
ironing temperatures are. of course, also a 
must.

A GIFT OF FREE WILL 


It started during the quarrel and heated debate on 
June 28, 17B7, during the Constitutional Convention In 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, when Ben|amln Franklin, at 
that time 81 years of age, made his famous plea for 
prayer. "I have lived, sir, a long time; and the longer I 
live the more ponvincing proofs I see of this truth, 
that God governs In the affairs of men. I firmly believe 
this, and I also believe that without his concurring aid, 
we shall succeed In this political building, no better than 
the building of Babel. I, therefore, beg leave to move 
that hereafter prayers, imploring the assistance of Hea¬ 
ven and Its blessings on our deliberations, be held in 
this assembly every morning before we proceed to busi¬ 
ness.”

prohibiting the full exercise thereof.” 


Rabbi QIasner presented the following statement 
July, 1980, to a Congressional Subcommittee, "We as 
free people recognize and respect the greatest Inalien¬ 
able gift given by the Creator to each human being, 
which Is the gift of free will.

Each day the Senators are Invited to join the 
Chaplain of the Senate In prayer and yet the Supreme 
Court has effectively denied this same right and pri¬ 
vilege to millions of school children across the nation. 
Our founding fathers did not separate God and State, 
but only Church and State. 


Those men who created and organized the American 
charter of liberty appreciated the positive influence of 
God. 


President Reagan has proposed a Constitutional 
Amendment to restore our right to pray in public 
schools. The proposed prayer amendment Is simple 
and non-coercive. It reads: "Nothing In this Constitu¬ 
tion shall be construed to prohibit Individual or group 
prayer In public schools or public Institutions. Neper- 
son shall be required by the United States or by any 
State to participate In prayer.” 

With the passage of this amendment, the inequality 
Imposed by the Supreme Court In 1963 will be rectified. 
Once again each school child will have an opportunity 
to exercise his gift of free will as each Senator does now. 


Every morning we pledge our allegiance to our 
country stating, "One nation, under God, Indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all." When at baseball and 
football games or public.gatherings, we sing the national 
anthem. Thf>ugh usualjy only the first verse Is sung, 
Francis i^edtt key’s'concluding ’ stanza states, "In' 
God Is our trust." This phrase also appears on every 
piece of American currency. 


Another heated debate began In the early 1960s. 
Mrs. Madalyn Murle O’Hair was Irate when her son was 
unjustly denied the right to be silent during morning 
school prayer. In her Intense anger, Mrs. Murle O'Hair 
proceeded from one court to another, until the issue 
reached the Supreme Court. On June 17, 1963, the 
Supreme Court held that State sponsorship of the use of 
prayer and Bible reading In public schools violated 
the First Amendment. 

The authors of the First Amendment sought to 
protect religious liberty by providing that "Congress

My friends and I will keep pressing it. I also 
plan to call the L.A. Times.” Adams concluded, 
“Marshall (Fundamental School) is very far away.” 

TThe Sierra Madre News got through to Dr. 
Joseph P. Zeronian, assistant superintendent for 
business services. When asked his response to ques¬ 
tions from the Marshall Fundamental School 
parents who contacted the News, he said, “The 
difficulty, of course, is that they are living a dis¬ 
tance from the RTD bus stop. What we may be 
able to do is look for a yellow bus about the same 
time to bring them to Sierra Madre Blvd. That’s 
one possibility. It may be we don’t have a satis¬ 
factory answer. In these first days we’ll look at 
other avenues to resolve the problems. We always 
have in the past.” 

To one parent’s suggestion of hiring a mini¬ 
bus to run the children from Highland Ave. to the 
RTD bus stop, Zeronian said, “That suggestion 
poses a problem because a mini-bus costs $170 per 
day for the driver, very little less than a big bus. 
Perhaps the parents could go together if one of 
them has a van and take turns driving the stu¬ 
dents to the RTD bus stop. At any rate we will 
have someone looking into the situation immediately 
and if we can resolve it, we will.”
